LEWIS GUN ROMANCE. 


OFFERED TO THE GERMANS 
BEFORE THE WAR. 


£3,000,000 crams. 

A claim for more than £3,000,000, 
retained by the Crown as being due for 
excess profit duties and income tax 
‘in connection with the supply of 
Lewis gunscuring the war was heard 
by Mr. Justice Darling in the King’s 
Bench Division. It arose ana peti- 
tion of right, the suppliants being 
the Armes Automatique Lewis, a 
Betgian company, and the Birming- 
ham Small Arms Company, Ltd., 
Birmingham. 

The Attorney General, Sir Cordon 
Hewart, K-C., when explaining the’ 
Government’s attitude towards the 
claim said the suzpliants contended 
that they were told that they would 
not be’liable to taxation as the com- 


tHat representation they sald they 
agreed to take a reduced price for the 
guns, but the Crown maintained that 
no such representation was made 
and, if it was. made, departmental! 
officials had no power to grant dis. 
pensation from British taxes. 
GUN REPORTED AGAINST. 

Mr. Extace Hills.K.C., for the sup- 
pliants, said that a model of the gun, 
which was invented by Colonel Lewis, 
a retired officer of the United States 
Army, was submitted to the authori- 
ties here in.1912. A company was 
thenormed and its shareholders were 
almost entirely Belgians. Later the 
Birmingham.Small Arms Company 
became a shareholder. In April 1913 
a trial order was given by the War 
Office for two guns and by the 
Admiralty: for-one gun. About the 
same time the gun was submitted to 
foreign Powers, including Germany, 
4 Austria; Italy, France, and Russia, and 

all gave trial orders. The three guns 

ordered by the British War Office and 
the Admiralty were delivered in 

December 1913 and were tested and 

reported against, but just Lefore the 

outbreak .of war the War Office 
ordered. 5 guns at £175 each. On

Coutroversialists often declare, ina 
tone meant to silence argument. that 
* you cannot alter human nature.” 
Mbe plain iniplication is that human 
nature is bad, and with the exerption 
of the Chinese, who postulate that 
man ix by nature good, most men 
see to believe it and recognize it. 
Uf it be true that human nature is bad. 
and that it cannot be changed, the 
reformers might as well rete from 
business. The Canton Infc:maticn 
Bureau has just supplied us with 
proofs that the Peking Premier Chin 
Yun-peng is not by nature gerd, A 
telegram from him to bis brother 
Brigadier General Chin \vn-20 hes 
been found, which is thus translated : 
“Your telegrams recessed. The 
Southerners are jike berstx and 
brutes, You are right to vive them 
no quarter, Kill Al, 8parercee. Meet 
deceit with deccit, Ferce with them. 
Put every chance to profit. Donot beed 
their talk of peace. We must kill them 
before the work is done. If they 
again make overtures, bid them go to 
Inspector-General Wu Pei-fu. You are 
aleo tg act as he directs and submit 
‘your views for his approval. I have 
plready sent you 12 machine-guns 
, , 1 am also hurrying on with 
the ammunition. My attention has 
heen drawn to the wounded officers 
and men.’ They will be compensated, 


the officers about to leave to fight the 
northern army, speeches were made 


ito the effect that Wn Pei-fu. the’ 


northern generalissimo, is a ** beast ” 
i that must be “ crushed,” which is not 
exactly good-natured. We see here the 
phenomena of all wars. each side lash- 
ing itself into a useful frame of mind, 
the ones who are to do the least fight- 
ing doing the most lashing. If human 
| nature cannot he changed, indeed the 
outlook is a bad one, The * Turkish 
utrocities " have been well matched 
by Greck ditto in the Greek retreat, 
| burnicg villages, looting, shooting 
non-cumbatants in batekes, and 
rep.te... . The truth is that human 
nature is both good and bad. It has 
its nobler impulses, and reason is 
slowly developing in the brute. The 
line of least resistance is the naturally 
easier line to take, and reason, with 
the attention and effort its exercise 
iequires, is handicapped in its fight 
against the instinctive, barbaric 
impulses. That is what is generally 
meant when some ‘Puck remarks 
what fools these mortals be. Atten- 
tion, concentration, persistence, is 
rot “human nature,” but 
a slowly developing, as yet almost 
amorphous, acquired character. So 
in all its business human nature is 
fickle, soon tired, inclined to reaction, 
to backeliding. Its backsliding is not 
really a long job, for so far it has not 
advanced as much as the optimists 
have fancied. Ideals exist, but an 
ideal is not an ascension—it is merely 
a height to be climbed. No honest 
view of human history sees the moun- 
tain tops densely populated ot any 
period. The world war, and its 
surrounding sequels, indicate a gen-

missmatic lowlands ~ President Wil- 
son wanted to leap to the’ peak 
rather than climb to it, He talked 
of making democmey scfe. and wasn't 
nearle high onough for that. The 
fit steps must be to make democtacy 
poole.

We few, the cranks, cecen- 
trics. extremists, faddists, what you 
like, who are chained to the mob, and 
strain towards the trail, may not 
move it ("you cannot change hunian 
nature ”) but we must continue pull- 
irg. One day the inert mob will see, 
will think, will awake. and then up 
that trail the leade> who would 
remain leaders will ‘have to 
verv fast indeed. For the steam 
emotion will have passed into the 
cylinder of reason, instead of whist- 
ling through the valve of superstition, 
and the piston of power will produce 
progress, in place of the illusion of 
progress. J{uman nature, then, is 
like steam—at present boiling to 
waste—but ‘potentially. under direc- 
tion, capable of work. of work for 
happiness, for spiritual prosperity.

SHOULD SIKHS SHAVE? 
NOVEL POINT IN MONEY 
LENDING ACTION. 

Whether or not Sikhs ever shave 
wax a point which cropped up in a 
money lending action heard before 
Mr. Justice Wood in the Summary 
Court yesterday afternoon when 
Harman Singh claimed $509,60 from 
Kater Singh. manager of a motor car 
company at Wanchai. ; 

It was urged for the defence that 
the notes sued upon were cancelled by 
the assigning to the plaiotiff of an 
1.0.U. for $950 held by the defen- 
dant, The latter, who confeseed dur- 
ing cross-examination that he was 
already paying instalments on five or 
six Suramary Court judgments against 
him, said he was promised his own 
notes back in return for this LO.U. 
but the plaintiff put him off and 
finally declared that he had lost them. 

There was a direct conflict of 


pearing for the defence, suggested 
that both parties should be takea 
along to the Sikh temple and there 
made to swear on the Sikh Bible that 
their evidence was true. Mr.. Leo 
Longinotto. who represented the 
moneylezder, a bushily bearded in- 
dividual, voiced objection to this 
procedure. .Pointing to the defen- 
dant whose face was innocent of _hir- 
sute adornment he declared: ‘* He 
is not a Sikh; he shaves!”.

A young Italian seaman named 
Carlo Moreilo was this morning 
charged before Magistrate Licdsell 
with baving been. absent from the 
House of Detention without leave 
since August 6. _ 

SubInspector Grant, who prosecuted, 
said that the defendant was granted 
leave of absence from the House from 
9 am., to 4 pm. on August 6. 
When the roll was. called, 
the defendant was not present, and 
he had not been sees again until 
yesterdzy afternoon when he was 
arrested in town. The. Inspector 
asked the Magistrate to make an 
order thatthe defendant was not to 
be allowed out of the House again 
until the ship by which he is to be 
repatriated to Italy arrived next 
month. The defendant, he said, had 
been to the Italian Consulate 
and created a disturbance there. 

The defendant, replying to the 
Magistrate, said that after leaviog 
the House on August 6 be obtained 
some money from the local agents 
of. the Lloyd Triestino, and decided 
to go to Macao to look for work. He 
was not successful and returned 
yesterday.

Consulate told the Magistrate that 
the defendant had been to the Consul!

DEFINITION OF “BUILDING?” - 


REBUKE FOR COUNSEL. - 


“Te doea not help either side to 
bring allegations of dishonesty 
against the other side without rood 
cause” declared the Puisne Judge 
(Mr, J. oR. Wood), at the 
Sammary Court to-day when in 
the course of a judgment he com- 
mented on ‘statements made by the 
laridlard’s counsel (Mr. A. H. Crew) 
in a recent Rents’ Ordinance case. 
The subject vf the action was @ 
claim by the Leung Lin San for pos- 
session of premises at 72 Connaught 
Road West of which the defendants; 
the Him Sang Fat firmof No 41 Des- 
Veeux Road West, were tenants ata 
rental af $260 monthly. Mr. M. K. 
Lo appeared for the cefence. 

In the course of his judgment his 
Honcor discussed what constitated a 
“building.” He said that for the 
Rents’ Ordinance he took the follow- 
ing modification of a definition that 
had been given by Lord Esher: “An 
enclosure of brick or stone work or 
any other serviceable material 
covered in by one roof and without 
immediate and direst communication 
with any other similar enclosures.” 
His Honour fcund that in this case 
the two houses occupied by the de 
fendanty, at 41 Des Vaux Road and 
72 Connaught Road West respectivety$ 
which stand back to back and are 
adjoining, formed altogether one 
building and each house by itself 
was not therefore a domestic tene 
ment. “The Ordinance” said the 
Puisne Judge, “has provided no 
mackinery by which the Court can 
deal with portions only of a domestic 
tenement.’ The plaintiff cherefore 
fails. Ienter judgment for the de 
fendants with costs. 

“ Before leaving this matter” his 
Honour went cn “I think it is desir- 
able that I should make some refer- 
ence to remarks made in the course 
of his conduct of the plantiff’s case 
by Mr. Crew and all the more 
desirable because I notice that 
these remarks have appeared 
in the report of these preceedings 
which has been published by the 
local press. The report published is 
fair and accurate. Mr. Crew opened 
his case by saying: “ This isa case 
in which a dishonest tenant can profit 
by the Rents’ Ordinance to the detri- 
ment of the landlord.” 

, He is fercher reported as saying, 

That is what I am protesting 
against in. this case, this is nota bona 
fide defence but an attempt to keep a 
cheap godowa away from a landlord 
who desperately reeds housing. 
accommodation, - This is a case of a 
tenant tryiag to take every dishonest 
advantage of an ordinance that was- 
never intended to apply to business 
premises.” 

I discouraged these remarks at 
the time that they were made” 
proceeded the Puisne Judge. “Hav: - 
ing heard the evidence I am satisfied 
that the case for the defendants, the 
HamSangFat firm, has been presented 
by them in entire good faith through- 
out. Whatever steps they have taken 
appear to me to have been taken in 
an honest defence of what they be- 
lieved to be their legairights. Their 
managing partner gave his evidence: 
in a straightforward and satisfactory 
manner. In all cases under the Rents’ 
Ordinance there may be a very 
great conflict between = the 
interests of landlord and- tenant. --It-- 
does not help either side ‘to bring 
allegations ef dishonesty against 
the other side without good cause. 
{ would also add that though I have 
rejected as false the evidence of the 
rent collector called by the plaintiff I 
acquit the plaintiff himself personally’ 
of any attempt to mislead the Court.’”

“THE GREAT JUMP IN WAR TIE. 


— 


In the current issue of Faisply 
appears an interesting diagram 
showing the fluctuations which have 
taken pace in the value of a new, 
ready 7,500-ton single-deck steamer 
under the’British flag during the past 
twenty-three years and also a list of 
the sale of which has been reported 
sold during the past six months. It 
is impossible to indicate the values 
of all sizes and types of vessels over 
the same period in diagram form, 
but the fluctuations in the price’ of 
boats given may be said to apply to 
cargo boats generally. Prior to the 
war the value of shipping all over 
the world was practically the same 
as every foreign shipowner could and 
did come to Britain for his second- 
hand boats, and in many cases for 
his new vessels, although for some 
years prior to the war foreign sbip- 
builders, and especially German 
shipbuilders, were securing more and 
more of the contracts placed by their 
own nationals which used to come to 
Britain. It must be remembered, | 
in comparing values, that in the years | 
prior to the war the figures in the 
diagram are world’s prices, but that 
since the outbreak of the war only 
the values of boats under the: British 
flag are given. When the war broke 
out our Government immediately 
imposed restrictfons on the sale of , 
British steamers abroad, and requisi- F 
tioned them at rates of freights, 
which were little, if any, better than 

with the result that 
prices havesince then beenmuch lower 
than Would be willingly paid by fore. 
igners. It would bave been impossi- : 
ble to indicate the value of a 7,500-| 
tonner owned abroad, for the siraple | 
reason that edch nation placed its 
value on tonnage based on the restric 
tions impesed by its Government. 
For instance, at the date of the 
armistice restriclions and taxes on 
Japanese shipping were practically 
nil, with the result that enormous 
profits were made, snd values reacheS 
the record figure of £100 per ton. In 
1917 French shipowners paid, up to 
£60 per ton for a boat, while in the 
United States 200 dols., or over £50 
a ton, was being paid last year. 
In Britain the highest value was 
about £34 10s, which represented 
the figure at the 3ist March. 1920. 
But another factor which will have 
to be taken into consideration in 
reviewing the value of steamers put- 
chased by foreigners, especially where 
book values are concerned, is the 
rate of exchange. About eighteen 
months or two years ago a couple of 
shelter-dock steamers were sold to 
Italian owners for about £325,000 each. 
The purchaser paid £270,000 ia in 
stalents at the rate of 100 lire tu the 
pound, when adispute havingoccurred, 
the boats were sold by auction by the 
builders for £85,000 each. If the 
Italian owner had implemented his 
contract and paid for the vessels 
at 100 lire to the pound, each boat 
would have cost 32,500,000 lire, or, at 
the pre-war exchange, $1,400,000, or, 


the deck openings not closed. EL6L 
per ton deadweight, which must be 
considered the record price. Vessels 
purchased for French and 
Belgian owners are affected in 
the same way, although not to the 
same‘extent. Of conrse, it may be

When these figures are considered, 
the depreciation after the 1920 boom 
seems hardly worth recording. They 
indicate ruin to all those concerns 
whose steamers or a large proportion 
of them are valued at anything like 
the figures ruling on the 31st March 
last year, the loss representing 80 
per cent. of the capital. 

As explained a year ago in present- 
ing the diagram, we have takea’a 
7,500-tonner as a basis because that 
has been the popular size for a num- 
ber of years, but the percentage of 
increase’ or decrease may be taken as 
applying to all types of cargo boats. 
For the first nine years covered by 
the diagram the vessel taken as an 
example was a boat of 350ft..in 
length by 48ft. in breadth by 30ft. 
L0in. in depth, and carried from 7,000 
to 7,250 tons deadweight on a draft 
of 24ft. Gin. In-the later vessels the 
dimensions were altered to 380ft. by 
49ft. by 29ft., and the draft reduced 
to 23ft. Bin. In 1906 the new Board 
of Trade rules enabled the freeboard 
to be reduced, thus increasing the 
deadweight carrying capacity of 
the vessel by 60 to 80 tons, while the 
introduction of Lloyd's new rules in 
1910 resulted in a further 150 tons 
being added to the carrying power of 
the vessel. © We have therefore riven 
her capacity a3 7,500 tons all thr: ub,

Prior to the Great War the highest 
price obtained for a vessel of this 
size was in November, 1900, when 
£60,630 was paid. With the rel ase 
of tonnage after the Transvaal war 
values at once dropped, and by the 
30th ot June, 1901, about £499,250 
was the figure obtained, and, after a 
slight rise in July, values fell, until 
by April, 1902, £43,000 was accepted, 
From then to the middle of 1903 
values improved, when they suddenty 
fell, until at the end of June, 1905, 
£36,500 was all that could be secured, 
Trade improved in 1908, and a rise in 
the market price occurred, bur an 
enormous amount of orders were 
placed by owners with shipbuilders 
in the belief that another shippiag 
boom wasdue. These expectations 
were not realised, with the result 
that, when the new tonnage was 
placed on the market, values still 
further declined and in 1908 the 
recard low price of £36,000, or £4 
163 per ton was reached, representing 
a drop of £24,000 in eight years, so 
that the purchaser of the boat in 
1900 who had written off depreciation 
at 5 per cent. per annum would find 
himself with a boat eight years old 
standing in his books at the price of 
anew boat.
